Sr. Lovis, May 13.—The eupreme lodge ot 
the Knights of Honor met again to-aay.

RICHMOND'S TRAGEDY. 


THE STORY OF LILIAN MADISON’S 
DEATH. 


The Signs of the Scuitie, and the Finding of thetDead 
Body in the Reservoir-The Mysterious Double 
Tracks, Yelling the Presence of a Man— 

The Coroner’s Findirg, Site. 


RicumonD, Va., May 13.—The jury in the 
Cluverius murder trial this morning was 
photographed on the capitol grounds, near the 
city hall. The sick juror had recovered and 
appeared perfectly well. When the court 
opened the prisoner was seen sitting on the 
leit of his counsel, and near the reporters’ 
desk. His brother sat next to him. After the 
court had signed the bill of exceptions made 
Monday tothe jury panel, the taking of testi- 
mody was begun. 

L. W. Rose, keeper of the reservoir where 
Lillian Madison’s body was found, was the 
first witness sworn. He began by defining 
his duties and describing the place and sur- 


roundings. He wasin the habit of making 
7) circuit of the works twice 
a day; around the walk 


cn the top of the bank of the reservoir. About 
7 o’clockon the morning of March 
making his usual round, he found on the walk 
a woman’s gloveanda broken shoe string. 
He looked into the water ai that point and 
noticed what appeared to be a portion of a 
woman’s dress and a leg partly exposed. He 
immediately called an employe and found 
that it was the body of a woman. 
THE SIGNS OF A STRUGGLE. 

Looking further, he discovered on the walk 
a furrowed place in the ground’ made by the 
footsteps of the womsau, and behind them the 
tracke of a man’s feet, all indicating a strug 
gle. The witness went directly to the oflice 
of the waterworks and reported to the super- 
intendexnt, and also informed the coroner. 
The body was subsequently taken out 
water and carried off. In answer to

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tion of the commonwealth’s attor- 
ney, Mr. Meredith, witness said that 
on the night of March 13th, the 


water in the reservoir was about fifty inches 
below the waste water line, having been drawn 
off for the ge gp of repairs. The evideace 
of a struggle on the walk was about thirteon 
feet from where the body was found floating. 

Upon cross examination by the defense the 
witness stated that there seemed to have been 
quite a struggle at the pointnamed. After the 
body bad been taken out of the water a severe 
contusion was visible oyer the right eye. The 
inner walls of the reservoir were inclined to- 
wards the centre at an angle of about forty- 
five degrees, and the witness thought the poer- 
son falling in might strike against the brick. 
The cross questioning of the witness by four 
of the counsel for the defense was prolonged 
and tedious, and developed nothing of special 
interest. 

DI@MAL AND GLOOMY SURROUNDINGS. 

In reply to Mr. Aylette, of the counsel for 
the prosecution, Rose said the surroundings 
outside of the reservoir grounds, particularly 
on the eastern and southern sides, were dismal 
end peculiarly gloomy, especially at night, on 
the eastern being the city smalipox hospital 
building (not now in use), and on the south- 
ern sidethe place where smallpox victims 


were buried. The picket fence 
immediately surrounding the reservoir 6n 
the top _ of the embankment was 


three feet four inches high. Colonel Aylette 
asked the witness if he thought a woman in a 
delicate condition: could have easily gotten 


over that fence, andif it was likely a lady 
without some escort would approach a reser- 
voir atnight. The defense objected to such

new fects. 

Lucius Bass, a workman under Mr. Rose 
corroborated that gentleman’s testimony 
erally. Noone wes edmitted to the grou 
to see the body until the coroner came. 
Witness aesisted taking the bod; 
the water and noticed ‘the bruises over one 
eye, also one liptwas swollen. He could 
not say how many tracks were visible where 
the evidence of the struggle was seen, uor 
what were the respective sizes of the shoes 
that madethem. They were numerous and 
had apparently been made bya man and a 
woman. The water was about lS inches deep 
where the body was lying in the mud. 

W. Trainham, an employe at the reservoir, 


nN 


testified that he saw the 
body before the coroner came. 
Jt was inthe water, and a portion of the 
dress and one ofthe feet were visible. The 


ground on the walkway on the top of the em. 
bankment was very much disturbed opposite 
to where the body was found. He saw the 
tracks of a man and awoman in the lower 
ground. From the southeast corner of the 
outside fence, where one or two planks were 
off, the tracks led along directly near the 
fence, then across the open space and up the 
reservoir embankment to where the ground in 
the walkway was disturbed. 

Under cross examination witness said there 
never had been a path along where he saw the 
tracks. The soil was red clay with little or 
nothing growing onit. Thetracks appeared 
as though they had not been made very long 
before he saw them. His attention was called 
to them by Hutchinson, a fellow workman. 
He went down tothe hole in the fence and 
followed the tracks to the top of the embank- 
ment, at the point where the signs of a scuifile 
were found. The distance was over 50 yards. 
The witness had talked with his fellow work- 
men in the shop about the affair, but never 
called special attention to the tracks. He had 
not appeared before the coroner’s jury in the 
case. The foot tracks up the embaukment 
were distinguishable by the marks of red clay 
on the gravel. 

William Hutchinson, an employe, testified 
that he went up on the reservoir bank before 
the body was taken out, and saw that the walk 
way was very much disturbed by the foot- 
prints, Subsequently he saw the tracks 
irom the southeast corner of the enclosure, ex- 
tending from the fence across the lower 
grounds, and up the embankment to the walk- 
way onthetop. He called Trainham’s atten- 
tion tothem. ‘The tracks were close together, 
and were those of amale and female. He saw 
them before the body was taken out of the 
water, and ony seemed to be fresh. There 
had been a slight snowfall the night before. 

THE DEAD BODY EXAMINED. 

Dr. William H. Taylor, coroner, was the 
next sworn. He said he was notified of the 
finding of the body, and saw it about 10 
o’clock on the same morning. He did not ex- 
amine it at once, but gave attention to the 
tracks of the scuffle pointed out to him. They 
covered a space the full width of the walk- 


way and six to eight feet in length. 
There were numerous tracks, mostly 
small and about the same ize. 


There were two tracks of broad heels, prob- 
ably those of a man, which were near the 
vicket fence surrounding the reseevoir, and 
bad apparently been made by a person ina 
position to look into the reservior. All the 
footpints were running into each other, and 
were quite confused, Subsequently the wit- 
ness took a shoe off the body and tried if in 
the tracks, which it fitted satisfactorily. In 
the midst of the disturbed ground he saw 4 
love atid ashoe string. After the body was 
token out he proceeded tqexamine it. The 
covered with mud, the arms were 
drawn up and the mud was clutched in the 
hands. A blue jersey, worn by the deceased, 
was torn in the inner side of the left sleeve,

He first 
thought it a case of suicide, but a subsequent 
dis¢ nosis of the case caused him to ascribe her 
death to drowning, preceded by partial insen- 
sibility, which possibly was produced by 
blows. The bruise on: the lip was hardly 
caused by a blow, and could have been made 
by the pressure of the hand over the mouth. 
The deceased was four feet eleven inches in 
height, only-nineteen inches higher than the 
picket fence around the reservoir and weighed 
abowt 120 pounds.

FIGHTING FOR BEER. 


ENGLISHMEN AROUSED FOR THBIR 
BEVERAGE. 


A Riot Between the Mob and the Policsfor tte Pos- 
seesion of Nelson Monument—The Latest News 
From Afghanistan and the SsSoudan— 

Other Old World Intelligence. . 


Loxpon, May 13.~A riot occurred this after- 
noon between the mob and the police for the 
possession of Nelson monument, in Trafalgar 
square. About 10,000 men had assembled in 
the square to make a demonstration against 
the government’s budget proposals to increase 
the duties on spirits and beer. Thecrowd 
was very unruly, a large portion of it consist- 
ingof an element on the search for sport. 
The police found themselves unable to main- 
tain order, and the pressure on the speakers 
and the resolution readers compelled them to 
mount the pedestal of Nelson monument. 
When from this eminence, the speeches were 
resumed, they were rendered inaudible to the 
audience addressed by the uproar among the 
roysterers. The police interyened to secure 
Silence for the orators, and then a great strug- 
gle ensued between the mob and 
the police for the possession of thé monument. 
The row lasted nearly an hour, and the pro- 
moters ofthe meeting and the police were 
finally compelled to retire, leaving the crowd 
singing in ftriumph, “Rule Britania.” Soon 
after the mob had compelled the speakers to 
leave, it surged down in frontofthe National 
club,which faces Trafalgar square. Every per- 
son noticed entering or leaying the club 
building was mobbed. The attitude of the 
crowd was so menacing that the club doors 
were closed, and a messenger was dis- 
patched to Scotland yard for additional police. 
At 9 o’cloek the rioters were stillin tull pos- 
session of Trafalgar equare, and Northumber- 
land avenue was also occupied by a mob of 
many thousands. The police, by this time, 
had been largely reinforced and had charged 
a number of times upon the mob, and had 
mede several arrests. . 


AFGHAN AND SOUDANESE. 


The Great Rival Sammer Complaints o 
Engiand, 

Loypox, May 13.—General Komaroff’s latest 
dispatches regarding the collision between the 
Russians and the Afghans near Penjdch reit- 
erate with further details his earlier accounts 
ofthe affair. He says the Afghans sent a 
taunting message to the Russians declaring that 
“they would thrash the Russians as they 
hed thrashed the English. The Afghans, 
General Komaroffl again insists, fired the first 
shots, and 60 were responsible for 
bringingon the engagement. General Kom- 
arofl says helearned from the prisoners who 
were captured inthe battle, that the Afghan 
leaders had ordered the Sariks to furnish 
a contingent of one thousand 
mentothe Afghan army. The time which 
hed been allowed the Sariks to determine 
whether they would Shoes with this order 
expired on the very day the battle occurred, 
and the answer from them was expected 
by the Afghans on that day. The 
efiect produced by the Russian success on the 
minds of the neighboring. peopic was go creat 
that directly after the battle the Sariks and 
ee Turcomans offered their allegiance to 

puEssia. 

A few days after the battle, namely, on the 
7th of April, General Komaroff says he wrote 
to Taib Salar, Afghan commander at Penjdéh, 
that he had no further animosity against the 
Afghans, 

The consolidated fund bill, $55,000,000 
credit, passed its third reading in the house of 
commons this afternoon. 

The bulk of the commissariat stores recently 
collected at Quetta, in preparation for war, 
will be sold. 

One thousand natives of the Soudan,who had 
been hostile, have submitted to British author- 
ity and been armed. It is feared, however, 
that the news that the British forces are to be 
withdrawn will deter further submissions, as 
aimegjority of the natives consider that to 
every Arab who manifests friendliness to- 
wards English occupation, death is inevitable 
atthe hands of Osman Digna as soon as the 
British have retired. 

& A dispatch from St. Petersburg tothe ‘Po- 
litical Correspondence” says: ‘‘The basis of 
the Anglo-Russian agreement appears to con- 
sist 6f the abolition of the neutral zone in favor 
of a direct boundary between Russia and 
Afghanistan. The Russian government offi 
cials think this will secure lasting pease, the 
peutral zone having been a constant cause of 
dissentions.” 

The naval pensioners recently called on for 
service have been authorized to claim their dis- 
charge. ” 

Earl Granville is communing with M. 
Slegiers in regard to keeping order on the new 
Russo Afghan frontier. It is reported that 
Giers has asked whether England will accept 
the responsibility acts of the frontier tribes 
nominally under the control ofthe Ameer. It 
is the intention of Giers to leave Russia 
freedom to’extend the frontier on the first ex- 
cuse of tribal*disorders.

THE POE MYSTERY. 

‘It seems that the recent unveiling of the 
Poe monument in New York has started 
afresh the useless controversy that has been 
carried on over his remains for many years. 
The programme apparently was not a satis- 
factory one,,. There were men who regarded 
themselvis 48 experts whose names were not 

' down for aspeech, and who were not even 
given seats on the platform. These omis- 
sions were in the nature of a terrible disaster, 
and there isa good deal of growling, and 
grumbling, and threatening, 

On top of it all there is the old discussion 
as to l’oe’s habits and veracity. Tue diffical 
ty in regard to this matter is that every 
‘young man who becomes interested in Pve’s 
writings—and they appeal for the most part 
to the amateurish imaginations or feverish 
fancy of the young—comes ina fortnight’s 
time to consider himself a Poe expert, and 
the probability is that he will either hasten 
to compose a new life of the poet, or contrib- 
ute something to the newspapers. 

Those who take the trouvle to investigate 
the facts find few facts to investigate, and 
these few facts are so highly colored, and so 
snrrouuded by the mythical legends the poet 
himself put in circulation, that it is difficult 
to pick them out. It is difficult to under- 
stand the secret of the fass that is made over 
Poe, unless it is to be traced to rivalry among 
his various biographers and editors. Heisa 
much edited man, and each editor has his 
own theory asto Poe’s individuality, as to 
his genius, as to his writings and as to his 
birthplace. One says he wasademon, an- 
other that he wasan angel of light, another 
that he was the imp of the perverse, and still 
another that he was merely a writer whose 
corceit and egotism kept him in a continual 
state of restlessness and cynicism. 

He was a wonderful man in one way and 
another, and the air of mystery that has 
surrounded, and still surrounds, his career is 
absolutely necessary to the just appreciation 

_of his genius. Take that away and there is 
nothing left but the exquisite tricks in rhyme 
that give interest to “The Raven.” He is 
claimed as a southern author, and he was 
certainly southern in attitude, if not in 
birth; but the south is more honored in the 
career of such a genius as Sidney Lanier than 


it would be in the career of a hundred Poss. 
AMERICAN AUTHORSHIP. 


The failure of the firm of James R. Osgood 
& Co., of Boston, the particulars of which 
have been fully set forth inour news col- 
umns, recal's to mind the efforts which 
American av hors are now making to secure 
the action ci corgress in regard to internat- 
ictal copyright. Perhaps there is no reason- 
able connection between the failure of the 
Boston firm and the lack of international 
copyr'ght. Butitis well -known that O3:- 
goc d's lists were made up almost exclusively 
of the most poyf~ular American writers of the 
day, and itisaiso well known that he was 
mcst generous in his dealings with American 
euthcrs. He bad on bis lists Howells, James, 
Cable, Craddock, Howe, and, in fact, nearly 
every American author of the new genera- 
tion whese writings gave promise of popular- 
ity; The broad and fertile field of piracy he 
left to other publishers and devoted himself 
to building up the new American literature 
that has been developing since the war. 

- He wss thus handicapped from the start. 
Peying a generous royalty to American au- 
thors, he published no cheap books, and the 
result is that he has  failed—not 

throngh bad mapagement, but because 

_ American autbors who expect to be reasona- 

_ bly paid for their brain work cannot com- 
pete with the ten and twenty cent pubica- 
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sutbors have formed themseives inte a league 
for the purpose of securing international 
copyrigh!, but how will they proceed ? 

It seems to be very simple. They will ap- 
ply to congress, as they applied before, and 
probably that will be the end of it. For, 
though this is the land of inventions (and 
«yen the inventor of a patent churn or gate 
latch can secure his rights in foreign coun- 
tries under the Jaw), there has never been 
any machinery invented that will give your 
syerege corgressman any conception of the 
nec ssity of fostering the development of our 
native literature. There has been no mas 
chinery invented that will give him an in- 
terest in literature. When the attempt was 
mace in the last congress to pass the some- 
y bat inconsiderate bill framed by Dorsheim- 
er, ibere were not more than twenty-five 
congressmen that took an interest in the 
measure, and the most of these were from 


the scuth. 

The bill failed, as our readers know, and 
all bills ef the kind will fail until northern 
and eastern copgressmen are educated up to 
the point of appreciating the necessity of 
securing tonativye authors their property 
rights. These rights are acknowledged 10 
every civilized country on the globe excep: 
ihe American republic.

RUMOES OF ED DREYFOUS DEATH, 


Telegrams Reach Atlanta Asserting That 
‘* Happy Ed” is Dead—The Story. 

“My God, boys, Ed Dreyfous has been shot and 
is dying,” exclaimed Will Malone, yesterday. 

Mr. Malone was standingin front of the Na- 
tional hotel, He was surrounded by a half score 
of friends. It wasabout noon, A telegraph boy 
had just handed him a message, which he read, 
and which provoked the startling exclamation. 

Every manin the crowd knew Ed Dreyfous— 
‘‘Happy Ed” as he is universally called—and each 
one was shocked by the news. All wanted to see 
the telegram and inan instant every hand was 
extended and every voice muttered: 

*‘Let me see.’’ 

The telegram read: 

“MACON, Ga,, May 13, 1885 —To Mr, Willie Ma- 
lone, Atlanta, Ga: Ed shot on train, cannot live. 


**Mose,’’ the signer, was understood to AL 


| Abrams, of Macon, a warm personal friend of Mr. 


Dreyfous. The telegram gave no details and Mr. 
mone and his friends were at a loss to under- 
Stand it. 

Only Tuesday night Ed Dreyfous was in Atlanta. 
He came up on Monday to witness the ball games 
between Atlanta and Macon and remained until 
Tuesday night when he returned home, During 
his two days’ visitin the city Ed mingled with 
his friends, er talking and getting 
in his usua happ style. 
Iianybody inthe world has friends who are at- 
tacbed and kind, itis Ed Dreyfous. He is a uni- 
versal fayorite wherever known. He is always 
laughing, smiling and joking, and never gives 
offense to anyore. No one has ever seeu a frowa 
upon his face and no one has even heard a cross 
word from bim. Years ago he won the souodri 
quet oi “Happy Ed,’ and wherever he 

he is nown as ‘ Happy Ed.”’ 

in Atlanta last Tuesday he 

was in his usual good humorand no one had a 

thought that the telegraph wire would so quickly 
tell of a great misfortune to him. 

Mr. Malone’s telegram was repeated so rapidly 
that in Jess than an hour the shooting of Ed Dreyg- 
fous was being discussed on all the corners. Ey- 
ery body wanted to learn how it happened afid a 
dozen telegrams, asking for the particulars, were 
sentto Macon. By three o’clock it was currently 
reported that he had shot. himse!f{ on 
the train near Forsyth while en route home, and 
that the wound was so fatal that he had to be re- 
moved at Forsyth. It was asserted that the shoot- 
ing wes accidental and also that it-was done with 
suicicalintent. Another version of theafiair was 
that he had become involved in a difficulty oa the 
tiain and had been shot by hisadversary. But 
when these rumors were traced no reliable 
starting point for them could be 
fovnd, and the friends of Ed Dreyfous 
in Atlanta had to content themselves with what 
they bad aud by waiting. 

Anous one o'clock a second telegram came. It 
read: 

‘“MACON, Ga., May 13, 1885.—To Mr. Will Ma- 
lone: Ed is dead. PUTZEL”’ 

This intelligence was sadder than the first aud 
Oniv augmented the vague rumors. On every 
band nearly the killing was discussed. The in- 
ability of Ed Dreyfous’s Atlanta friends to get 
the particulars gave the matter an air of 
mystery, and the mystery made it 
the more Giscussed. It was taiked aboutin the 
city, at the ball grouné and on the street cars, Oa 
every hand kind expressions were heard, 

“Well, who’da thonght he'd a’ done it,’ said 
one who believed in the suicidal theory. 

“Poor Ed. He was sohaypy aud jovial,” said 
the murder theory man. ; 

‘Just think,” said another, ‘‘He was alive, well 
and happy yesterday. Now he’sdead, Well, he’ll 
never make another crowd laugh.”’ 

Late yesterday evening a party of bis Atlanta 
riends decided to go down to Macon. They left at 
8:10,and at 8:25 the following telegram was re- 
ceived: 

Macon, Ga. May 13, ’85.—Mr. S. T. Grady, At- 
lanta: Please inform my atlanta friends that lam 
still living. Ep. DREYFOUS. 

This coming telegram, as it did from Mr. Drey- 
fous, created a bigger sensation thanthe former 
two. People could not understand it. They 
could net tell whether Mr. Dreyfous had been 
made the subject of a joke by his friends or wheth- 
er be was trying to play a joke himself. The tele- 
gram did not deny that he had been shot, and his 
friends claim yet that he was wounded, but not 
seriously, and wrote the telegram to let tiem 
kuow that he is alive.

A Lerge Attendance of Velegates-The Election of 
O ficers-- Addresses of Welcome and Replics— 
Reports of the Work for the Past Year—

Thetwerty sixth conyention of the Young Men’s 
Christian association met in the First Baptist 
church in this city yesterday morning at 10 0’clock, 
There were about three hundred; delegates and 
seyeral hundred visitors present. Every train 
during the day brought accessions and largely in- 
creased the number of delegates. It was thought 
that over four hundred were in the city last night. 
They came from all parts of the union and fram 
the various British American provinces, 

The convention was called to order. In the ab- 
sence of the president, the convention was called 


to order by R. R, MceBirney, a member of the inter- 


pational convention. 

The convention rose and sang “All Hail the 
Power of Jesus’ Name,’’ The singing was remark- 
ably fine. 

Rey. Dr. McBride, of Lexington, Virginia, led in 
prayer, which was followed by another prayer by 
Rey. Dr. Marcus, of Missouri. 

The singing was led by Mr. Willis, secretary of 
the Milwaukee association. H. W. Williams, state 
secretary of Minnesota, presided at the organ. 

The chairman anuounced that Mr. Robert 
Weidensall, secretary of the international 
committee, had just receiveda telegram stating 
that his brother was dying. His brother was not 
2 Christian, the chairman said, and asked the con- 
vention to prey forhim. A fervent prayer, to 
which there were many ‘‘amens,’’ was offered by 
Mr. Lewis, state secretary of Wisconsin. 

“Jesus Lover of My Soul’’ was then sung. 

Mr. Wheat, of Louisville, nominated Mr. Ward 
J. Rogers, of Milwaukee, as temporary presidert.* 

Mr. Rogers was unanimously elected and took 
the chair. There was more excellent singing. 

Mr. Rogers said he scarcely knew why he had 
been called to preside. Hethanked the conven- 
tion for the honor and trusted that his inexperi- 
ence would be pardoned because of his great de- 
sire to see the convention accomplish good. work. 
He hoped the members would carry home new
